PROCEDURE  FOR  ACCESSING  BILL  STATUS  FROM  THE  STATE  NETWORK 

The  Montana  Legislative  Council  is  implementing  an  expanded  bill  status  sys- 
tem for  use  during  the  1985  Montana  legislative  session.  From  computer  ter- 
minals on  the  state  network,  this  system  will  provide: 

The  latest  action  on  a  bill 

All  legislative  actions  on  a  specific  bill 

Bills  sponsored  by  a  specific  legislator 

Bills  scheduled  for  hearings 

All  hearings  scheduled  on  a  particular  day 

From  the  State  of  Montana  map: 

•  Step  1  -  type  "CICS"  and  press  the  enter  key.  You  are  now  at  the  CICS 
logon  screen 

Type  "GSO/GENL  OOOOO"  and  press  the  enter  key. 

-  OOOOO  is  your  five  digit  account  number  for  billing. 
You  are  now  in  CICS. 

•  Step  2  -  Type  "DBDC"  and  press  the  enter  key. 

•  Step  3  -  Type  "ADS  LCIT"  and  press  the  enter  key.  You  are  now  at  the  Main 
Selection  Screen.  To  return  to  this  menu,  press  your  PFl  key.  Follow 
the  prompts  to  move  around  in  the  screens. 

•  Step  4  -  To  exit . 

-  Return  to  the  main  menu  by  pressing  your  PFl  key  or  by  typing  an  "M" 
in  the  box  located  in  the  lower  right  corner  and  press  the  enter  key. 

-  From  the  main  menu  screen,  press  the  PAZ  key.  Then  type  "bye",  press 
the  enter  key,  type  "LOGOFF"  and  press  the  enter  key.  You  should  be 
at  the  State  of  Montana  map. 


Hints: 


Read  your  options  listed  at  the  bottom  of  the  screen.  They  explain  how 
to  proceed. 

If  you  receive  a  message  that  more  information  is  available,  press  your 
PF8  key  to  scroll  forward  and  use  your  PF7  key  to  scroll  back. 

Use  your  tab  key  to  move  your  cursor. 

If  you're  in  the  bill  status  system  and  your  cursor  won't  move,  press 
your  reset  key,  then  press  your  tab  key.
